I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year  1928  on 
the  Health  Administration  of  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr. 
Jean  M.  Mackintosh,  resigned  her  appointment.  No  fresh  appoint- 
ment has  been  made. 

In  June,  1928,  a re-arrangement  of  the  work  of  the  School 
Nurses  was  made,  so  that  Nurse  M.  C.  Jones  could  be  employed  as 
a Health  Visitor  as  well  as  School  Nurse.  This  arrangement  was 
made  possible  by  the  appointment  of  a Dental  Attendant,  Miss 
M.  E.  Williams,  to  assist  the  Dental  Surgeon. 

I have  again  to  acknowledge  the  loyal  assistance  which  has  been 
given  to  me  by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  so  that  the 
standard  of  the  work  may  be  maintained.

Borough  Isolation  Hospital. — The  Hospital  consists  of  two  ward 
blocks  : administration  block  and  nurses’  and  maids’  quarters. 

In  addition,  a discharge  block,  a new  laundry — with  mortuary 
attached — have  been  constructed.  This  gives  a total  accommoda- 
tion of  23  beds.  The  new  ward  block  provides  for  10  patients  in 
nine  wards,  eight  of  which  are  single  patient  wards,  the  remaining 
ward  providing  accommodation  for  two  patients. 

Other  Hospital  Accommodation.  The  other  Hospitals  in  the 
Borough  are  the  Llanelly  General  Hospital  and  the  Poor  Law 
Infirmary.  The  former  has  accommodation,  since  its  enlargement, 
for  about  60  patients. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — An  agreement,  dated  1st  December,  1923, 
was  made  between  the  Corporation  and  the  Priory  for  Wales  of  the 
Order  of  the  Hospital  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem,  for  the  transport 
of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  This 
agreement  is  renewable  at  the  end  of  each  year.  The  Corporation 
have  agreed  to  garage  the  ambulance  car  free  of  charge,  and  pay 
an  annual  subscription  of  £20  to  the  Priory  for  Wales.  The  number 
of  times  the  ambulance  car  was  used  in  1928  was  41.  The  St.  John 
Ambulance  Association  have  made  arrangements  with  the  various 
works  and  mines  in  Llanelly  and  the  outlying  districts  for  the 
removal  of  cases  or  accidents  to  the  General  Hospital. 

Laboratory  Work. — The  laboratory  of  the  Health  Department 
is  principally  used  for  the  examination  of  swabs  for  the  presence 
of  diphtheria  germs.  Occasional  specimens  of  sputum  are  examined 
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for  the  tubercle  bacillus,  and  slides  are  sometimes  received  for 
examination  in  the  case  of  suspected  gonorrhoea.  During  the 
year  1928,  252  diphtheria  swabs  were  examined,  and  10  sputa  were 
examined  for  the  tubercle  bacillus. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  issued  free  of  charge  to  doctors  practising 
in  the  Borough  for  the  treatment  of  persons  unable  to  pay  the  cost 
of  the  antitoxin.  The  number  of  units  supplied  during  the  year 
was  776,000.  The  antitoxin  is  supplied  in  2,000  unit  capsules 
(ordinary  strength),  and  in  capsules  containing  8,000  units  of  concen- 
trated antitoxin.  Very  little  ordinary  strength  is  now  used.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. — The  mid-year  population  of  the  Borough  in  1928 
was  estimated  to  be  40,000.  The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  is 
given  as  37,670,  and  this  is  used  in  the  computation  of  all  rates 
except  those  for  which  the  locally  estimated  population  can  only 
be  used. 

The  natural  increase  of  population,  i.e.,  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths,  was  233. 

The  Rate  Collector,  basing  his  calculations  on  the  number  of 
houses  in  the  Borough,  estimates  the  population  to  be  40,500. 

Births. — 663  births  were  registered  in  the  Borough.  After 
making  allowance  for  transferable  births  the  net1  number  of  births 
was  655,  equal  to  a birth  rate  of  17.3  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Illegitimate  births  numbered  13,  or  one  illegitimate  birth  to 
every  49  legitimate  births. 

The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  16.7  per  1,000.

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Deaths. — The  gross  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough 
was  446.  After  making  allowance  for  transferable  deaths  the  net 
number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  Borough  was  422,  equal  to  a 
rate  of  11.20  per  1,000  of  the  population.  An  examination  of  the 
Weekly  Returns  of  the  District  Registrar  shows  that  after  making 
the  necessary  allowance  for  transferable  deaths,  the  number  of 
male  and  female  deaths  were,  respectively,  228  and  195,  a total 
of  423.  The  corresponding  numbers  in  the  Registrar-General’s 
Annual  Return  are  228  and  194,  a difference  of  one  female  death.

One-half — 18 — of  the  whole  of  the  infant  deaths  were  of  children 
under  the  age  of  four  weeks.  Thirteen  of  the  infants  died  in  the 
first  week  of  life,  while  eight  of  them  died  within  the  first  two 
days  of  life.  The  five  deaths  during  the  first'  day  of  life  occurred 
before  the  infants  had  survived  for  more  than  a few  hours  at  most. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were  developmental  and  wasting 
diseases  (premature  birth,  debility,  malformations,  etc.),  which 
accounted  for  15  of  the  infant  deaths,  nearly  half  of  the  total. 
Six  deaths  were  caused  by  bronchitis  or  broncho-jmeumonia,  three 
by  whooping  cough,  two  by  tuberculous  meningitis,  and  two  by 
convulsions.  Two  deaths  were  attributed  to  diarrhoea. 

Maternal  Mortality. — There  was  an  increase  in  the  maternal 
mortality  in  1928.  Three  mothers  died  in  consequence  of  child 
birth,  one  from  puerperal  sepsis,  and  two  from  other  causes 
incidental  to  childbirth.  The  maternal  mortality  was  4.5  per  1,000 
births — puerperal  sepsis,  1.5  per  1,000';  other  causes,  3.0  per 
1,000.  In  1927  the  number  of  maternal  deaths  was  one.  The 
maternal  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1927,  the  latest 
available  for  comparison  was  4.11  per  1,000  births. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a Circular  (888)  in  April  1928, 
with  reference  to  the  investigation  of  maternal  deaths,  and  sug- 
gested that  such  investigation  should  be  undertaken  by  a Medical 
Officer  of  Health  who  was  not  engaged  in  private  practice.  The 
further  suggestion  was  made  that  in  those  cases  in  which  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority  was  not  also  the  Local 
Supervising  Authority  under  the  Midwives  Acts  the  two  authorities 
should  confer  with  a view  to  deciding  to  what  authority  the 
investigations  should  be  entrusted.  A special  report'  was  prepared 
by  me  and  submitted  to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Com- 
mittee and  approved  by  the  Town  Council.  In  this  report  I 
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advised  that  the  County  Council  should  be  asked  to  confer  with 
the  Town  Council  to  decide  which  authority  should  be  responsible 
for  the  investigations.  Up  till  the  end  of  the  year  no  such 
conference  had  been  held,  but  I understand  that  the  County 
Council  were  not  willing  for  the  Town  Council  of  Llanelly  to  be 
the  responsible  authority. 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  established  a Special  Committee 
to  examine  all  returns  of  investigations  made,  and  this  Committee 
will  issue  reports  j^eriodically.  The  object  of  the  investigations  is 
to  try  and  ascertain  the  causes  of  maternal  mortality  and  how 
they  may  be  counteracted  or  eliminated. 

Midwives. — In  January,  1928,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  stated  that  14  midwives — 13  certified  and  1 bona-fide — 
notified  their  intention  of  practising  in  the  Borough.  Subsequent 
to  January  another  midwife — certified — notified  her  intention  to 
practise,  making  a total  of  15.  No  midwives  are  employed  or 
subsidised  by  the  Town  Council.  The  number  of  midwives  who 
practised  in  the  Borough  in  1928  was  20.  The.  total  number  of 
births  attended  by  midwives  was  662,  representing  nearly  100  per 
cent,  of  all  births. 


Ten  notifications  were  received  from  a Private  Maternity  Home, 
and  three  from  the  General  Hospital. 

The  following  is  a statement  of  the  work  done  by  midwives 
during  the  year  1928:  — 

One  midwife  attended  124  cases;  three  midwives  attended 
84,  88  and  29  cases ; two  midwives  attended  62  and  71  cases  ; 
three  midwives  attended  22,  42  and  47  cases;  11  midwives 
attended  from  one  to  eight  cases.  The  bulk  of  the  work  was, 
therefore,  done  by  nine  midwives — 662  births  attended  out  of 
663. 


Ante-Natal  Clinic. — The  attendance  at'  this  Clinic  is  still  small. 
During  the  year  38  women  made  115  attendances.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Two  children  were  notified  on 
account  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  Both  recovered  without  any 
ill  effect. 
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Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. — Two  notifications  of 
Puerperal  Fever  were  received  and  six  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 
The  two  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  recovered,  and  one  (Puerperal 
Pyrexia  case)  died.  The  ca.use  of  death  in  this  case  was  certified  as 
Puerperal  Fever. 

The  Nursing  Hemes  (Registration)  Act,  1927,  came  into  opera- 
tion on  1st  July,  1928,  and  is  administered  by  the  County  Council. 
The  Act  repeals  the  sections  of  the  Midwives  and  Maternity 
Homes  Act,  1926,  which  relate  to  registration,  etc.,  of  nursing 
homes,  and  the  title  of  the  latter  Act  is  altered  to  the  Midwives 
Act,  1926. 

The  Act — Section  9 — provides  for  the  delegation  by  the  County 
Council  to  District  Councils  of  their  powers  and  duties  with  or 
without  restrictions  and  conditions. 

Application  was  made  by  the  Town  Council  to  the  County 
Council  for  the  delegation  by  the  latter  of  their  powers  and  duties, 
and  this  application  being  refused,  the  Town  Council  appealed  to 
the  Minister  of  Health,  who  gave  his  decision  that  pending  the 
passage  into  law  of  the  Local  Government  Bill  now  before  Parlia- 
ment, the  question  of  any  delegation  should  be  deferred. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

On  page  7 appears  a Table  showing  the  number  of  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  notified. 

Chicken  Pox. — This  disease  was  again  made  notifiable  in  the 
Borough.  314  Cases  were  notified  as  against  105  for  1927.  In 
this  latter  year  notification  was  not  compulsory  until  March. 

The  greatest  incidence  occurred  in  the  first  and  second  quarters, 
98  and  149  cases  respectively.  In  the  third  quarter  the  notifica- 
tions fell  to  53,  and  in  the  fourth  quarter  to1  14.  The  greatest 
number  of  notifications — 143 — came  from  Ward  I.,  while  117  of 
the  cases  were  from  Ward  II.,  and  54  from  Ward  III.  In  Ward 
II.  occurred  the  largest  number  of  cases  in  any  quarter- — 87  in  the 
second  quarter. 

Small  Pox. — No  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  in  1928. 

The  County  of  Carmarthen  (Prevention  and  Treatment  of  Small 
fox)  Regulations,  1927.  came  into  force  on  3rd  May,  1927,  and 
enable  the  County  Council  to  provide  or  arrange  fo'r’the  proper 
isolation  and  treatment  of  every  person  in  the  County  (including 
the  Borough  of  Llanelly)  who  becomes  ill  with  Small  Pox. 

Scarlet  Fever.— 55  cases— 1.46  per  l,0(XW-were  notified,  and  25 
of  these  were  admitted  into  the  Isolation  Hospital.  No  deaths 
resulted  from  this  disease,  which  was  of  a mild  description 
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Diphtheria. — 42  cases — 1.11  per  1,000 — were  notified.  14 
patients  were  admitted  into  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Three  deaths 
were  caused  by  this  disease.  All  of  the  patients  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  recovered. 

Diphtheria  Immunization. — It  has  now  been  established  beyond 
doubt  that  we  have  a means  at  our  disposal  for  the  prevention  of 
diphtheria  by  means  of  immunization.  By  means  of  the  Schick 
test  children  susceptible  td  diphtheria  can  be  discovered. 
Children  under  the  age  of  five  or  six  years  are  almost  invariably 
suscepitible  and  therefore  do  not  require  to  be  submitted  to  the 
test.  With  increasing  age  and  exposure  to  infection,  some  degree 
of  immunity  is  conferred.  Tire  majority  of  children,  probably 
about  60  per  cent.,  are  susceptible  to  diphtheria  and  could  be 
protected  by  immunization.  This  protection  is  obtained  by  the 
injection  under  the  skin  of  a mixture  of  diphtheria  toxin — suitably 
modified — and  antitoxin.  The  immunizing  process  involves  three 
injections  with  weekly  intervals  between  injections.  Prom 
experience  gained  during  the  past  ten  years  it  has  been  found  that 
full  protection  is  conferred  in  about  nine  months,  and  that  a 
partial  degree  of  protection  obtains  during  this  period.  Before 
complete  immunity  is  attained  it  is  possible  for  diphtheria  to  be 
contracted,  but  the  disease  is  generally  of  a milder  nature  than  in 
the  non-protected  cases.  Experience  shows  that  immunity 
following  the  injections  generally  lasts  for  six  or  seven  years,  and 
may  have  a longer  duration,  but  by  this  time  the  likelihood  of 
contracting  diphtheria  has  greatly  diminished,  some  degree  of 
acquired  immunity  being  present  due  to  contact  with  diphtheria 
patients . 

Diphtheria. — Llanelly  Rural  District. — In  November  and 
December  24  cases  of  diphtheria  were  admitted  into  the  Borough 
Isolation  Hospital  from  the  Llanelly  Rural  District  by  arrange- 
ment with  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  All  recovered 
with  the  exception  of  an  infant,  aged  nine  months,  who  had  acute 
laryngeal  obstruction.  Tracheotomy  was  successfully  performed, 
but  the  child  did  not  survive  the  toxaemia  which  was  present'  in 
great  degree. 

In  the  beginning  of  January,  1929,  a child,  aged  12  months,  was 
admitted  into  the  Isolation  Hospital,  but  died  as  the  result  of 
toxaemia  in  spite  of  the  relief  given  by  tracheotomy. 

Enteric  Fever. — One  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  notified,  and 
was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  This  case  proved  to  be 
fatal. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. — Tlmee  cases  were  notified.  The 
ages  were  2 years  and  2 months,  2 years  and  3 months,  and  22 
years  respectively.  Two  recovered  and  one  died  following 
admission  into  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
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Erysipelas. — Thirteen  cases  were  notified  and  all  recovered. 

Pneumonia. — 51  cases  were  notified.  The  total  number  of 
deaths  from  respiratory  diseases,  other  than  tuberculosis,  was  46 — 
pneumonia.,  18;  bronchitis,  23;  other  diseases,  5.  The  total  death 
rate  was  1.22  per  1,000,  or  10.9  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 
According  to  local  statistics,  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  37. 
Of  this  number  9 died  before  attaining  the  age  of  two  years,  and 
21  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  55  years  and  upwards. 

Poliomyelitis. — Three  cases  were  notified — male  of  2 years,  male 
of  3 years,  and  male  of  1 year  and  8 months.  All  recovered. 

Venereal  Diseases. — By  arrangement  with  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  the  railway  fares  of  persons  requiring  treatment 
at  the  Centre  at  Swansea  are  advanced  to  them.  In  each  case 
the  applicant  for  assistance  of  this  nature  is.  required  to  furnish 
certain  particulars  in  regard  to  income,  and  the  form  containing 
this  information  is  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  The  number  of  applicants  in  1928  was  8;  the  number 
of  attendances  made  by  them  at  the  Centre  was  71.  The  total 
amount  advanced  for  railway  expenses  was  £11  11s.  4d. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

A full  description  of  this  hospital  has  been  given  in  former 
Reports  to  which  reference  may  be  made. 

There  is  accommodation  for  23  patients  in  two  ward  blocks. 

During  the  year  the  admissions  were — 

Scarlet  Fever,  25;  Diphtheria,  38;  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever, 
1 ; Enteric  Fever,  1. 

In  the  same  period  there  were  discharged — 

Scarlet  Fever,  23;  Diphtheria,  25. 

Three  patients  died — Cerebro-Spinal  Fever;  Enteric  Fever,  and 
Diphtheria  (Rural  District  patient). 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

30  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1928, 13 

males  and  23  females  (0.95  per  1,000),  and  24  deaths— 11  inales 
and  13  females  (0.63  per  1,000)  were  recorded. 

16  cases  of  Non-puhnonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified— six 
males  and  ten  females  (0.42  per  1,000),  and  four  deaths  were 
caused — three  males  and  one  female  (0.10  per  1,000).

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HEART  DISEASE. 

This  continues  to  be  the  principal  cause  of  death.  The  total 
number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  heart  disease  was  66 — 33  males 
and  33  females — 1.75  per  1,000,  or  15.63  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths.  The  Table  (Local  Statistics)  on  pa'ge  42  shows  that  the 
great  majority  (50‘)  occurred  after  the  age  of  55.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  dairies  and  cowsheds  in  the  town  are  kept  under  constant 
supervision.  Considerable  improvement  in  the  structure  of  some 
cowsheds  lias  been  effected,  and  improvements  in  other  cowsheds 
are  under  consideration. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION. 

This  is  systematically  carried  out  both  at  the  slaughterhouse 
and  in  the  shops  in  tile  town. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

All  the  shops  in  the  town,  are  visited  as  regularly  as  possible, 
and  the  foodstuffs  subjected  to  inspection.  In  the  Report  of  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  further  information  will  be  found. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  came  into 
operation  on  1st  January,  1929,  and  repeals  almost  entirely  the 
Acts  relating  to  the  sale  of  food  previously  m operation.  The  Act 
is  a comparatively  short  one  and  condenses  much  of  the  procedure 
in  the  Acts  which  have  been  repealed.

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POLICE  COURT  PROCEEDINGS. 

Public  Health  Act,  1875. — Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against 
two  property  owners  for  failing  to  abate  nuisances.  In  one  case 
the  Magistrates  imposed  the  maximum  penalty  of  £5,  and  also 
made  an  Order  for  the  work  to  be  completed  within  14  days.  The 
other  case  was  adjourned  for  a month  to  allow  the  owner  to1 
complete  the  requirements  of  the  notice.  Upon  completion  of  the 
work  the  case  was  withdrawn  on  payment  of  costs. 

Llanelly  Local  Board  Act,  1888. — For  failing  to  provide  closets 
with  efficient  flushing  apparatus  in  contravention  of  Section  57  of 
the  Llanelly  Local  Board  Act,  1888,  two  owners  were  proceeded 
against.  In  one  case  the  Magistrates  granted  an  Order  for  the 
work  to  he  completed  within  14  days.  The  other  case  was 
adjourned  for  a month  to  allow  the  owner  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  work  and  was  subsequently  withdrawn  on  payment  of 
costs.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Llanelly  Education 

Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year  1928  on 
the  School  Medical  Service  in  the  Borough. 

The  Report  of  the  School  Dentist,  Mr.  T.  E.  Mathias,  will  be 
found  on  page  51.  Although  the  provision  by  the  Education 
Committee  of  dental  treatment  for  school  children  has  only 
existed  for  a few  years,  subsequent  examinations  of  children 
treated  show  that  the  number  of  defective  teeth  has  fallen  while 
the  degree  of  defect  found  has  been  less  serious  and  more  amenable 
to  conservative  treatment.  The  chief  object  of  a dental  service 
is  the  preservation  of  teeth,  and  early  treatment  to  avoid  the 
necessity  for  their  needless  extraction.  This  point  of  view  is  not 
sufficiently  realised  by  parents  who  take  the  view  too  often  that  so 
long  as  children  do  not  actually  suffer  any  pain  there  is  no:  need  bo 
act  on  the  advice  of  the  dentist  that  treatment  is  necessary. 

During  the  year  the  whole  of  the  children  falling  within  two  of 
the  age  groups — “ intermediates  ” and  “ leavers  ” — were  not 
medically  inspected.  This  was  due  to  the  departure  of  Dr. 
Mackintosh,  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer,  who  had  not 
visited  all  the  schools  once.  Before  the  end  of  the  year,  I visited 
the  remainder  of  the  schools  and  medically  inspected  the  children, 
but  there  was  no  opportunity  for  making  a.  second  visit  to  the 
schools. 

Many  children  were  not  eligible  for  inspection  at  the  time  of 
the  first  visits  and  so  missed  any  inspection.  They  will  be  sub- 
mitted for  medical  inspection  during  1929. 

It  is  possible  that  the  children  falling  within  the  same  age 
groups  will,  during  the  present  year,  again  be  fewer  in  number  as 
the  time  at  my  disposal  may  not  permit  of  a second  visit  to  all 
of  the  schools.

Medical  Inspection  Arrangements. — The  Board  of  Education 
require  the  medical  inspection  of  all  children  in  public  elementary 
schools  as  soon  as  possible  in  the  twelve  months  following:  — 

(a)  their  admission  to  public  elementary  schools,  and 

(b)  their  attaining  the  age  of  eight  years,  and 

(c)  their  attaining  the-  age  of  twelve  years. 

The  Local  Education  Authority  must  also  make  arrangements, 
subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  Board  of  Education,  for  attending  to 
the  health  and  physical  condition  of  children,  including:  — 

(a)  the  following-up  of  cases  of  defect  found  in  the  course 

medical  inspection  ; 

(b)  the  detection  and  prevention  of  uncleanliness  ; 

(c)  the  medical  treatment  of  defect  of  eyes,  and  teeth, 

minor  ailments  and  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

Besides  the  “ routine  ” groups  of  children,  special  inspection 
was  made  of  children  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer  by  head  teachers,  attendance  officers,  school  nurses  and 
parents.

Departments,  and  two  Mixed  Schools — 28  Departments  in  all. 
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The  total  number  of  children  inspected  at  “ routine  ” examina- 
tions was  1,(375.  This  number  was  made  of 

755  entrants — 391  boys,  362  girls. 

370  children,  8 years  old — 192  boys,  178  girls. 

385  ,,  12  years  old — 192  boys,  193*  girls. 

167  ,,  of  other  ages — 82  boys,  85  girls. 

Special  medical  examinations  numbered  54.  These  examina- 
tions related  mainly  to  children  who  had  formerly  been  inspected 
as  routine  cases,  and  the  examinations  were  in  the  nature  of 
following-up.  The  number  of  special  medical  examinations  was 
very  small  compared  with  the  number  for  the  previous  year. 
This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  schools  were  only  visited  once 
during  the  year  for  ordinary  routine  inspections  and  no  opportunity 
was  given  for  the  inspection  of  children  found  at  former  inspec- 
tions to  be  suffering  from  defects. 

Inspection  Clinic. — This  Clinic  is  open  weekly  on  the  forenoon 
of  Tuesday  for  the  examination  of  children  referred  by  head 
teachers,  attendance  officers  and  parents.  Up  till  this  year  (1928), 
the  Inspection  Clinic  was  open  on  two  days  of  the  week — Tuesday 
and  Wednesday,  but  owing  to  the  pressure  of  other  work  following 
the  departure  of  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer,  it  was 
found  impracticable  to  see  children  on  Wednesday  forenoons. 
The  total  number  of  children  who  attended  during  the  year  was 
409,  exclusive  of  4301  children,  who  were  examined  in  regard  to 
their  fitness  to  attend  the  School  Camp. 

The  number  of  re-inspections  was  474. 

The  average  number  of  children  who  attended  the  Clinic  was  20. 

These  special  examinations  are  exclusive  of  the  special  medical 
inspections  in  the  schools.

School  Camp. — For  a full  description  of  the  arrangements  m 
connection  with  the  School  Camp  the  Annual  Reports  for  the 
years  1925  and  1926  should  be  consulted. 

The  cost  of  the  Camp  is  a fairly  heavy  one,  but  this  has  been 
reduced  considerably  in  consequence  of  the  funds  which  have 
been  raised  by  the  teachers  of  the  schools  in  the  town.  For  three 
consecutive  years  they  have  organised  a whist  drive  and  dance,  and 
the  sums  raised  on  each  occasion  were  £129,  £130  and  £129.  In 
addition,  a number  of  the  teachers  gave  voluntary  service  at  the 
Camp,  and  this  help  contributed  to  no  small  extent  to>  the  success- 
ful and  harmonious  running  of  the  Camp.  T should  like  personally 
to  acknowledge  the  valuable  and  loyal  assistance  given  to  me  by 
all  the  teachers  who  acted  on  the  Staff  at  the  Camp. 


Physical  Training. — In  introducing  his  report  of  the  work  done 
during  1928,  the  Physical  Training  Organiser  draws  attention  to 
the  importance  of  physical  training  as  a means  whereby  the  bodily 
resistance  may  be  increased  against  attacks  of  disease  and  its  high 
value  in  the  prevention  of  deformities.  The  training  of  children 
on  well  thought-out  lines  has  the  effect  of  toning  up  the  whole 
muscular  system  and  developing  correct  posture.  To  increase  the 
interest  of  the  children,  the  Organiser  believes  that  they  should 
take  some  part  in  the  preparations  incidental  to  the  various 
exercises,  and  that  “ captains  ” and  “ vice-captains  ” should 
exercise  general  control  of  their  “ teams.”  He  lays  stress  upon 
tiie  fact  that  children  should  learn  to  do  a difficult  exercise  well 
and  that  agility  lessons — cartwheel,  etc.— should  have  more  time 
devoted  to  them.  “ These  exercises  demand  great  co-ordination 
01  mind  and  body,  and  the  slight  feeling  of  risk  appeals  to  the 
manly  side  of  a boy’s  nature.”  Exercises  should  be  taught  to 
the  class  as  a whole,  and  then  the  teams  should  be  separated  and 
the  exercises  practiced  under  the  supervision  of  the  captains.  It 
is  suggested  that  free  jumping  should  be  more  systematically 
treated. 

In  response  to  requests  from  teachers  that  an  evening  class  in 
Physical  Training  for  teachers  should  be  formed,  a large  hall  was 
hired  by  the  teachers  and  a class  was  held  every  Thursday  evening 
for  fifteen  wreeks.  The  syllabus  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
followed. 

— Six  teachers  were  medically 
examined  on  appointment  to  schools  and  were  found  fit  for  duty.
